and Dr Robert S Palmer, Boston. Mass, 
have made a study of more than 600 pa- 
tients with high blood pressure in an at- 
tempt to compare tee effects of zredical 
treatment with thoe« of surgical treai.- 
ment. 
In carrying oat the medical treatment 


of high blood pressure, they point o^t 
that It is important for the pa-ent to be 
reassured and encouraged and to get 
nd of the fears about the disorder ^t 
least nine hoLtrs of ^leep at night, and 
when possible, daytime rests, together 
with

exercise, 
are advised. 


Sedatives or quieting preparations such 
as phenobarbetal are taken four times 
daily. 
Theee phjaicians insist that the diet 


should be low in cholesterol, which is a 
substance found in «nim>i fats stiCh as 
butter and meat fata particularly and 
which, it is thought, may plsy a pan in 
producing change* in the arteries which 
promote high blood pressure.
